Iraq Souvenir Sheet 
Will Not Pay Postage 


It has, been reported by Whit- 
field King & Co. of Ipswich, Eng- 
Yend that the souvenir sheet of 
airmail stamps prepared by Iraq 


is not valid to prepay any form 
of postage. 

The report is based on an offi- 
cial communication which the 
firm received in response to an 
inquiry on the matter to the 
Iraqui Embassy. The embassy 


pointed out that the stamps were 
in the identical colors and denom- 


inations as the regularly issued 
stamps. 
Since there is nothing to pre- 


vent anyone from breaking up a 
sOuvenir sheet and using the 
stamps, the matter of the validity 
of such stamps will be difficult 
of enforcement, Whitfield King 

Co. pointed out. 

The firm stated it will not list 
the souvenir sheet in their annual 
stamp catalog, nor will they dis- 
tribute it to their customers for

The Flood Will Engulf Them 


The year 1948 holds the record for the most postage stamps 
issued by countries of the world in a single year. Following the first 
World War we had a couple years in which the number came pretty 
close to equaling this year of 1948. Those years were big because 

ais ae of inflation in the countries of Europe, 
where the cost of sending even a single 
letter by mail rose from day to day, so 
fast that it was almost impossible for 
the Postal Departments of the various 
countries to produce new stamps fast 
enough to have a single stamp serve the 
purpose of carrying a letter. There are 
plenty of covers still in existence where 
whole sheets or more were attached to 
letters and tied with a string, in order 
to cover the necessary postage. Some of 
these letters being burdened with postage 
stamps of a greater weight than the letters 
themselves. After a settling down period 
issues became less frequent, but the wise 
postoffice administrations of many of the 
countries became aware of the fact that 
there was a real market for their postage 
stamps among the stamp collectors of the 
world. This knowledge and belief be- 
came more widespread as the years rolled 
along. The custom of supplying attractive 
issues for the consumption of stamp col- 
lectors became one of the chief businesses of some of the small 
countries. For example Liechtenstein where every effort has been 
made to produce for sale to collectors. It is true, some very popular 
paper has been made, but at the expense of you and I. 

Following this last war, the custom was revived again and with the 
countries getting in better shape to produce stamps. More and more 
have been produced with the peak having been reached last year. 
Whether we can expect as much in 1949 is a question that only

time can tell. 


It is to be regretted that in many instances, stamps have been 
issued apparently for the sole purpose of milking the collector. This 
is evidenced by the fact that short issues, far too few for local use, 
have been made and that these have been lumped off to speculators 
who have had control of the stamps through agreements and shady 
deals with corrupt postal officials. 

Years ago it was the common practice to collect the world. To- 
day such a plan of collecting is beyond the means of most collectors, 
As a result they turn to a limited number of countries or to some 
particular type or style of stamp. This is becoming the accepted way 
to collect by so many collectors that sooner than we may think, a 
great many of these countries that have found it profitable to ex- 
ploit the collector may find their market is gone for the simple 
reason that enough collectors are not interested in the stamps of 
their country, to make it a profitable thing for them to produce 


a new set. 


It is very probable however that smart promoters who study 
and know the trend of things in our hobby may direct the efforts 
of such countries into the field of producing stamps of a particular 
design, where it is known that there are enough followers of that 
particular line of the hobby to make the issue profitable. 

One outstanding example of this type of stamp issue is the so 


called souvenir or favor sheet. 


When these first started coming, they were not too plentiful 
and one who started a collection could pretty well keep up with 
it, but the number of issues has grown now till collecting them is 
quite a burden. So many of them come into the market with such 
a stiff price attached, that many who started out after them have 


given up in disgust. 


The collectors are the ones who are responsible for all these 
issues for they are the ones who buy them. It is certain that if there 
was not a market for many of the items that are produced, they 


would not be produced. 


We therefore believe that a time will come when the flood of 
unnecessary issues will engulf the producers and that their number 


will diminish. 


The collector will continue to collect and it will be the business 
of the smart dealers to watch the trend of affairs and to stock the 
type of stamps that are in current demand. The dealer will have 
just as much to sell, but will have to know his trade and his stamps 
better in order to conduct his business.

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Cachets Offered For 
Inaugural Flights 


The Post Office Department 
announced that air mail service 
will be inaugurated on Route 
AM-97, between Washington, D. 
C., Baltimore, Md., Easton, Md., 
Cambridge, Md., Salisburg, Md., 
Ocean City, Md., Georgetown, 
Md., Dover, Del. and Wilmington, 
Del., on or about April 25; and on 
or about May 15 at Rehoboth 
Beach, Del. and Cape May. N. J. 

Service at Ocean City, Md., will 
not be inaugurated at this time, 
and an announcement will be 
made when service is inaugurated 
at this point. 

Special cachets will be provided 
for Washington and Air Mail 
Field, Wash., Baltimore, Easton, 
Cambridge, Salisbury, George- 
town, Rehoboth Beach, Cape May, 
Dover, and Wilmington, and the 
usual treatment of philatelic mail 
will be authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the Postmasters at these offices 
and to the District Superintendent, 
District No. 6, Railway Mail Serv- 
ice, Wash., D. C., for the Air Mail 
Field, Washington, should be ac- 
companied by a letter authorizing 
the holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting appli- 
cation of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% by 2% inches to 
the left on the address side of 
all covers is required for the ca- 
chet. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers, but at the 
request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachets will be given di- 
rectional service only to a termin- 
al or junction point designated 
by the Regional Supeyintendent, 
Air Postal Transport, and served 
by the first flight in each direc- 
tion, for backstamping. 

Air Mail Service will be inaug- 
urated at Reading and Philadel- 
phia, Pa., on Route AM-34, on or 
about April 24. 

No official cachet for the first 
flight covers will be provided, but 
souvenir covers received by the 
Postmasters at Reading and Phil- 
adelphia, and by the District Su- 
perintendent, District No. 8, Rail- 
way Mail Service, Philadelphia, 
will be dispatched to first flights, 
if practicable,

A number of collectors have 
written to me asking whether I 
have heard anymore about the 
two stamps which I suggested, one 
for the 75th Anniversary of the 
Universal Postal Union, and the 
other for the 100th Anniversary 
of the Interior Department. 

If you will remember, I sug- 
gested that for the UPU commem 
the POD use its own seal as 
a very appropriate design, and 
that the stamps for the Interior 
Department have the same simple 
treatment. 

But to get back to the queries, 
no, I have not heard that the Post 
Office Department will issue 
either of the stamps. 

I feel sure that a stamp for the 
Universal Postal Union will be 
forthcoming since nearly all the 
other members of the Union are 
planning single stamps or issues 
of several stamps. As for in- 
stance,the members of the British 
Empire will each have a series of 
four stamps to the shilling value. 

In respect to the Interior De- 
partment, it certainly is as worthy 
jas any of the issues proposed to 
date, and definitely more worthy 
than 90 per cent of the recent pro- 
posals.

For myself, I think that come 
June or July, Congress and the 
POD both are going to be fed up 
with the vestraint in the matter 
of issuing postage stamps and go 
hog wild like they did in 1948.

Starting back in 1925, and con- 
tinuing for some years thereafter 
it was the intention of the Post 
Office Department to memorialize 
a number of the outstanding 
events of the Revolutionary War 
with stamps. 

First thoughts turned to Lex- 
ington and Concord, Mass., which 
had suffered the brunt of the first 
skirmishes with the British. 

Originally, two stamps were 
proposed, one for each town to 
appease the local rivalry. But 
because Congressman Frederick 
W. Dallinger, of Cambridge, a 
member of the Federal Lexing- 
ton-Concord Commission, con- 
vinced the Post Office Department 
that there was a relation existing 
between Lexington-Concord and 
Washington taking command of 
the army at Cambridge, an au- 
thorization was obtained for a 
Cambridge stamp. 

The Cambridge 
center, shows Washington at 
Cambridge taking command of 
the American Army while he and 
his staff stand beneath the famous 
Washington Elm tree. The design 
is said to have been taken from a 
photoglyptic chart formerly in the 
possession of the Cambridge Pub- 
lic Library. 

The two cent value depicts the 
Battle of Lexington from a paint- 
ing by Henry Sandham which 
now hangs in the Town Hall at 
Lexington. 

The five cent stamp depicts a 
statue of the Minute Man. 

The Minute Man stands. on 
Monument St. in Concord and was 
one of the most famous pieces of 
sculpturing executed by Daniel 
Chester French, noted American 
artist. (See 5c value of the Art- 
ists Group in the Famous Ameri- 
can series.) When used for the 
stamp, it was coupled with the 
poem found on the base of the 
statue, and formed the only Unit- 
ed States stamp which has poetry

FOR PITY’S SAKE DEPT. Just 
a year ago, in April 1948, a post 
card was mailed from Burlington, 
Vt. addressed to General U. S.

On investigation by postal au- 
thorities, it was found that par- 
cels mailed in Mey 1945 were still 
there in April 1948. The post- 
master told the postal inspector 
that the pvackages would be sent 
as soon as the time was found.

| For Boys And Girls 
H by George W. Linn

The Boy Scout movement is one 
that has become world wide and 
in more recent years the Girl 
Scouts have organized and both 
groups have received recognition 
on the postage stamps of many 
countries of the world. It is there- 
fore fitting that the Boys and Girls 
of the Scout movement who are 
interested in stamp collecting 
should perhaps strive to make a 
collection of the postage stamps 
which honor or picture Scouts. 

We find in the January issue of 
the Australian Stamp Monthly a 
short article on Scout stamps. This 
article lacks some of the most re- 
cent issues and also omits almost 
wholly stamps which are associat- 
ed with the Scouts in that they 
picture or illustrate Scouts, yet 
were not specifically issued for 
any Scout event. Collectors can 
therefore use their own judgment 
as to whether they will include 
such stamps or omit them. 

The list we give is in alphabeti- 
cal order by countries, so as to 
make it more easily followed in 
the catalogue. 

The first stamps that should oc- 
cupy a place in any Scout collec- 
tion is perhaps the stamps issued 
during the siege of Mafeking 
(Cape Colony) in 1900 and picture 
Sir Robert Baden Powell, founder 
of the Scout movement and who 
until his death was recognized as 
the leader of the Scouts.

Following the war and the disinte- 
gration of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, the postal service was at 
a standstill. These two stamps 
were issued and prepared by the 
Scout Organization which practic- 
ally took over the local postal 
service and delivered the mail.

lap to Chicago. 

Knight took off in dirty weather. 
It got steadily worse. It was re- 
ported so bad beyond Omaha that 
the relay pilot there was sent 
home. Field attendants doubted 
that Knight would even be able 
to get through from North Platte. 
He made it, however, and when 
he found no relay, insisted on 
pushing on to Chicago himself. 
He had gone through too much 
that night to consent to permit 
the demonstration to fail. 

Omaha alerted farmers and 
chambers of commerce along the 
route by telephone, and bonfires 
flickered at wide intervals to help 
Knight find his way. These, plus 
the lights of an occasional town 
and a rare glimpse of a gleaming 
river were his only guides. But 
he got through to Chicago before 
dawn, and the mail was sent on 
its way. It was landed in New 
York at 4:50 p. m. February 23— 
33 hours, 16 minutes after the 
takeoff in San Francisco. Actual 
flying time for the 2,619 miles was 
25 hours, 16 minutes. 

It was to be over three years 
before regular night flying was 
started, but Congress had been 
convinced that night mail flights 
were practicable. It voted money 
for lights along the airway, so 
that in August, 1923, when a four 
night test was flown, Postmaster 
General Harry S. New could say 
that the pilots were “guided by a 
pathway of powerful beacons 
capable of piercing through dif- 
ficult atmospheric conditions, 
pointing the way unerringly over 
the prairie.” 

The terminal fields were equip- 
ped with sweeping searchlights of 
600 million candlepower_ each. 
Emergency fields were lighted 
every 25 miles, and a flashing 
traffic light pointed upward every 
three miles,

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


“Thus,” said the postmaster 
general optimistically,” on a clear 
night the air mail pilot 7,000 feet 
up in the blue blackness of the 
heavens will see a narrow lane 
of light stretching for miles and 
miles.” One rhapsodizing writer 
described it as “a pathway of sil- 
ver light from Cheyenne to 
Chicago.” 

Pilot Allison had other ideas 
about it one winter night in 1925 
when he set his plane down in 
36 below zero weather at 
Cheyenne, Wyoming. He had 
fought heavy snow all the way 
from North Platte. 

“Who was that humorist who 
ealled this ‘the Great White 
Way’?” he demanded. “The towns 
in Nebraska and Wyoming must 
roll up and go to bed at 9 o’clock. 
And the emergency field beacons 
look like pocket flashlights held 
behind red tissue paper.” 


It wasn’t until July 1, 1924 
that regular night flights were 
started between Chicago and 


Cheyenne. A year later the air- 
way was lighted and planes began 
to fly at night between Chicago and 
New York, but it wasn’t until 
near the end of 1926 that planes 
were flying the mail by night 
westward from Cheyenne to San 
Francisco and the service had be- 
come truly “round the clock for 
the first time.” 

That year the post office de- 
partment. began to contract with 
private air lines to carry the mail, 
a process that was completed late 
in 1927. By that time, respon- 
sibility for maintaining and op- 
erating the airways had _ been 
transferred to the department of 
commerce. 

Even after the airway was 
lighted, the pilots flew “contact” 
—guiding on landmarks. They 
“sweat it out” in their open cock- 
pits when the weather closed in 
and they had to fly “blind.” 

Epecially over the mountains 
ir the west the airway was 
strewn with the remains of planes 
that had crashed, and the “grease 


monkeys” on every field could 
tell hair raising tales of mirac- 
ulous escapes. Lt. Van Zandt 


heard many of them on his jaunt 
along the airway in late 1925, and 
repeated them in the January 
(1926) National Geographic 
magazine. By that time, one mail 
pilot had walked away from 18 
crackups. 

Jack Knight was caught by 
canyon winds in the Laramie 
range one night and flung into a 
deep snowdrift on the mountain- 
side. The engine buried itself 
in the snow. The fuselage roll- 
ed down the slope 80 feet and 
lodged against a ledge of rock. 
When Knight regained conscious- 
ness an hour later, he found him- 
self lying several yards from the 
cockpit. He had a broken nose 
and was bleeding and bruised, but 
he managed to make his way over 
snow and rocks to a ranch house 
seven miles away. 

Another pilot was flying low, 
following the ‘iron compass” 
(railroad track) through a snow- 
storm when suddenly the track 
disappeared in a tunnel. There 
was no space to turn. All he could 
do was zoom over the hill, and he 
shaved it so close that he was 
still carrying sagebrush on his 
tail skid when he landed at the 
next field. 

One pilot, caught in a down- 
draft, pancaked into the top of an 
evergreen tree, shinnied down 
and walked 14 miles to a settler’s 
house. The going was so tough 
that it took him five and a half 
hours to walk the first eight 
miles. Still another flier crash- 
ed on a 9,100 foot mountain in the 
Porcupine ridge and spent 36 
hours working his way back to 
civilization. 

Many of the old-timers in the 
business stuck with it. The pri- 
vate operators, encouraged by 
mail contracts, spread a web of 
air lines over the country. In fact, 
the spread was too rapid. 

Suddenly, in 1934, under orders 
from President Roosevelt, all con- 
tracts were canceled on a charge 
of collusion. Army pilots once 
more were assigned to fly the 
mail. But the army men were 
not trained for that kind of fly- 
ing.. After 10 fatal crashes in four 
months, the mail once more was

turned back to private operation, 
but with three way control. The 
post office department awarded 
contracts and enforced air mail re- 
gulations; the interstate com- 
merce commission set rates of 
mail pay, and the bureau of air 
commerce, department of com- 
merce, regulated safety and air- 
way maintenance, 

The service spread. 
were improved, 
lighting, and radio direction came 
into use to guide pilots to safe 
landings. 

The original 218 miles grew to 
130,000 miles of domestic routes, 
and spread out beyond our bor- 
ders to 23 foreign countries. The 
eight planes which were in opera- 
tion in 1919 grew to 796 (domes- 
tic service only) in 1948. Between 
May 15 and December 31, 1918, 
the planes carried 117,975 pounds 
of mail. More than 28,400,000 
pounds were flown in the year 
which ended June 30, 1947—772- 
185,070 pieces—carried at a speed 
between 250 and 300 miles an 
hour—10 hours between New 
York and San Francisco.
